HE RE As ſeveral of the Tuſtices of the Provincial and 

\ \ County Courts of this Province, as well as ſeveral of the 

practiſing Lawyers in the ſaid Courts, are Members of the 

Lower Houſe of Aſſembly, and obliged to attend their Duty 

therein, ſo that the Buſineſs de; ending in the ſaid Courts cannot be car- 

ried on and diſſ atched, without obſtructing the Publick Affairs of the 
whole Province: For Remedy whereof, | 


BE it Euacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of His Loraſbip's Governour, and the Aer 
and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That the 
Aires appointed to be held in April, in the Year Seventeen Hundred 
and Thirty Five, ſhall be held in the Month of May, in the ſame Year, 
as followeth; vis. In Baltimore County Court-houſe, the Firſt Tueſday in 
the ſame Month; in Annapolrs, for Anne- Arundel County, the Monday 
after; in Calvert County Court-houſe, the Friday after; in St. Marys 
County Court-houſe, the Wedneſday after; in Charles County Court-houſe, 
the Monday after; and in Prince George's County Court-houſe, the Fris. 
day after: In Somerſet County Court-houſe, the Firſt Tueſday in the ſame 
Month; in Do chejter County Court-houte, the Monday after; in Talbot 
County Court-houte, the Thurſday after; in Queen- Anne's County Court- 
houſe, the Wedneſday after; in Kent County Court-houſe, the Monday 
after; and in Cecil County Court-houle, the Friday aſter: And that all 
Proceſs, Recognizances, and Proceedings of every Kind, either Civit or 
Criminal, taken or made, or which ought to have been taken, or made 
returnable to the Aires, appointed by Law to be held in the Month of 
April aforeſaid, ſhall be deemed, conſtrued, taken, and adjudged, as if 
taken, or made returnable to the Aſi ges, appointed by this Act to be held 
in the Month of May, as aforeſaid. 


AND te it further Enacted, That the Provincial Court, appointed to 
be held on the Third Tueſday of May, Seventeen» Hundred and Thirty 
Five, ſhall be adjourned to, and * on the Second Tueſday of July next

ſaid Second Tueſday in july aforeſaid: And that Notice of Tryal, or of 
the Execution of Warrants of Re-ſurvey, or other Proceedings, prepara- 
tory to a Tryal, in any Cauſe being given within the Time limited by 
IT aw, before the holding of the Afizes or Provincial Court, according to 
the Directions of this AQ, ſhall be as available in I aw, to all Intents and 
Purr ofes, as it given within the limited Time before the uſual Times of 
holding the ſaid ſeveral and reſpective Courts. 


AND te it further Enafted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That all

Provincial Court to be held in July, according to the Directions of this 
Act, ſhall be as god, vali!, and effeQual, to all Intents and Purpoſes, 
as if the ſaid Courts were to be held in the Months of April and May, 
according to the Laws now in Being: And that no Judgment or Execu- 
tion, either Civil or Criminal, ſhall be ſtayed, arreſted, or reverſed, for 
or by reaſon of any Variance, or other Defect or Error in any Writ, 
Proceſs, or Proceeding whatſoever, that ſhall be occaſioned by holding the 
ſeveral Courts in this Act mentioned, according to the Directions thereof; 
any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom to the contrary, notwithſtanding, 


AND te it further Enafted, That no Action or Actions now depend- 
ing in the Provincial Court be diſcontinued, for or by reaſon that ſuch 
Action or Actions hath or have been continued longer than the ſeveral 
Acts of Aſſembly limiting the Continuance of Actions x reſcribe; and that 
it ſhall and may be lawful for the Juſtices of the Provincial Court, to con- 
tinue any Action or Actions now depending in the ſaid Court, and which 
hath or have been already depending longer than the Time limited for 
Continuance of Actions; or which cannot conveniently be tried wit hin the 
Time now limited by Law, Two Courts longer than the Laws now in 
Being, limit and appoint ; any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom to the contrary, 
notwithſtanding. 


AND te it further Euacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall 
and may be lawful for the ſeveral and reſpective Juſtices of the County 
Courts within this Province, who already have adjourned, or ſhall adjourn 
this preſent March Court to any Time before June Court next; and who 
ſhall be hindered irom proceeding to Buſineſs, either by the Continuance 
of this Seſſion of Aſſembly, or Sitting cf the Sureriour Courts of Judica- 
ture, or who ſhall not be able to finiſh the Buſineſs before them at the 
Times to which ſuch Adjournments have been made or ſhall be made, 
to continue any Cauſe or Cauſes in their ſaid reſpective Courts, until next 
June Court; and if Need te, to continue any Suit or Action now depend- 
ing in any of their Courts, for Two Courts longer than the Number of 
Courts limited and preſcribed by the Act, intituled, An Act 10 limit the

ORASMUCH as many Perſons, by the Act of Aſſembly, intituled, 

An Att for Emitting and making Current, Ninety Thoi ſand Poun/'s, 
Current Money of Maryland, in Bills of Credit, are required to burn One 
Hundred and Fifty Pounds ot Tobacco for each Taxable, by the Short- 
neſs of the laſt Crops, have not been, nor are, able ſo to do, but are 
willing to pay the Twenty Shillings impoſed in Lieu thereof; and yet 
ſubject to an expenſive Proſecution in the County Courts: For Preven- 
tion whereof, 


BE it Enatted by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of his Lordſhip's Governour, and the Upper 
and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That the 
Juſtices of the ſeveral County Courts ſhall receive all ſuch Sums of Money, 
as are or ſhall become due by Means of the ſaid Act for the not burning 
Tobacco, that ſhall be tendered to them; and that all Perſons that have 
or ſhall make Default in burning the Tobacco by the ſaid AQ required, 
( whereof Proſecutions are not already begun for the ſame,) by the Pay- 
ment or Tendering, as aforeſaid, of the Twenty Shillings per Taxable, for 
every Hundred and Fifty Pounds of Tobacco by ſuch Perſon neglected 
to be buint, unto the Juſtices of the County Court where the Neglect 
hath or ſhall happen, or to any Perſon or Perſons by them authorized, 
ſhall be freed from all Proſecutions and Charges for the not burning To- 
bacco, as aforeſaid; and that the Juſtices of the County Courts, when it 
ſhall appear, by comparing the Conſtables Liſts with the Burners Liſts, 
that any Perſon hath made or ſhall make Default in burning Tobacco, 
ſhall call the Party ſuppoſed to have failed in his Duty before them, by 
Summons, or ctherwiſe; and if ſuch Perſ n appears to have made De ault, 
to give Judgment in a Summary Way for the Twenty Shillings per Tax- 
able, and award Execution thereon, if Occaſion be, without any other 
Coſt to the Party charged, than that of the Clerk's and Sheriff's Fees for 
Summons, Judgment, and Execution, 


AND te it further Enafted, by the Authority, Advice, and Con ent 
aforeſaid, That the Juſtices of the County Courts ſhall, by the Twenty 
Fifth Day of December next, tranſmit to the Commiſſioners of the Pa cr

Currency for the 'Time being, at the Riſque of the Province, all the Mo- 
"ney that ſhall be by them, dr their Order, received, by Virtue of this 
Act, with an Account thereof; and that the Juſtices, for their Trouble 
therein, ſhall have and receive Five Pounds per Cent, for what they ſhall 
receive. 


AN D whereas it is doübted by many, Whether the Inhabitants of 
this Province, who are by the ſaid Law obliged to burn One Hundred and 
Fifty Pounds of traſhy Tobacco per Taxable, ſhould do ſo by the Lifts 
of Taxables taken in the Year Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Three, or 
in the Year Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Four: To remove which 
Doubt, it is thought proper it thould be Enacted; 


AND be it Enacted, and Declared, by the Authority, Advice, and Cons 
ſent aforeſaia, That the Burning for this preſent Year be, and ought to 
be, according to the Liſts of Taxahles laſt taken; any thing to the con- 
trary thereof, in the ſaid Act, notwithſtanding, 


A Supplementary Act, to the Add, intituled, An Act laying an 
Impoſition on Negroes, and on ſeveral Sorts of Liquors im- 
ported : And alfo o Iriſh Servaits, to prevent the importing 
too great a Number of Iriſh Papiſts into this Province. 


JORASMUCH as it appears to this General Aſſembly, to be a 

Hardſhip upon the Importers of Servants and Slaves into this Pro- 
vince, to pay Duty for ſuch as ſhall happen to die, or be exported again 
before Sale : Be it Enatted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Conſens of His Loraſbip's Governour, and the 
Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That 
no Perſon, or Perſons whatſoever, hereafter, importing any Servants or 
Slaves, ſhall be chargeable with or liable to pay any Duty for any Ser- 
vant or Slave that ſhall happen to die, or be exported out of this Pro- 
yince, before Sale of the ſaid Servant or Slave. 


PROVIDED always, That ſuch Death, of Exportation, ſhall 
happen within Three Months after the Importation of ſuch Servant or 
Slave; and that the ſaid Perſon or Perſons, who ſhall deſire the Benefit of 
of this Act, ſhall declare on his, her, or their corporal Oaths, to be ad- 
miniſtred by the Naval Officer, on the Holy Evangeliſts of Almighty God, 
That ſuch Servant or Servants, Negroe or Negroes, exported or dead, 
within the ſaid Time of Three Months, is or are Part of the Servants or 
Negroes imported or made Entry of; any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom to the 
contrary, in any wiſe, notwithſtanding. 


A ND whereas divers Frauds have been committed by ſundry Perſons, 
not Inhabitants of this Province, importing Negroes from Pennſylvania, 
Virginia, and other Provinces, who make Sale of the ſaid Negroes with- 
out Payment of the Duties ariſing on fuch Negroes : For Preyention 
whereof for the Future,

BE it Enalted, by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That 
all and every Perſon or Perſons, in whoſe Cuſtody any Negroe or Negroes 
ſo imported into this Province ſhall be found, ſhall be deemed to be the 
Importer or Importers, and liable to pay the Duties due by Law, to the 
Naval Officer of the Diſtrict where the ſaid Perſon or Perſons reſide, un- 
der the Penalties by former Acts of Aſſembly in ſuch Caſes inflicted upon

B Z it Enatted, by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That 
after the End of this Seſſion of Aſſembly, every Naval Officer within this 
Province, before he ſhall make Entry of any ſuch Rum, Wine, or Spirits, 
ſhall require and receive, from the Perſon applying to make the ſaid En- 
fry, an Invoice on Oath, of the Quantity of Gallons, which the Cask, 
by him at that Time imported, gage in Wine Gallons, together with the 
Marks and Numbers of ſuch Cask. And if any ſuch Perſon ſhall preſume 
to land any ſuch Rum, Wine, or Spirits, from on board any Ship or Veſ- 
ſel within this Province; or if it be brought over Land from Pennſylva- 
ia or Virginia, ſhall let it be Water-born in Cheſapeak-Bay, or any the 
Branches thereof, before Invoice delivered, and Entry made, as aforeſaid, 
ſhall forfeit the ſame, or the Value of it: The one Moiety thereof to the 
Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, his Heirs and Succeſſors, for the 
Support of Government; and the other Moiety to him or them that will 
ſeize or ſue for the ſame: To be recovered in any Court of Record within 
this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information; wherein 
no Eſſoin, Protection, or Wager of Law, ſhall be allowed. 


THIS Act to continue in Force, for and during the Term of Three 
Years, and to the End of the next Seſſion of Aſſembly which ſhall hap- 
pen after the Expiration of Three Years,

OR the eaſier and ſpeedier Inveſting Aliens or Foreigners with all 
the Rights and Privileges of any His Majeſty's Natural free-born 
Subjects within this Province: Be it Enacted, by the Right Honouratle the 
Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of His ag = 
Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Autho- 
rity of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful tor the Governour, or 
Commander in Chief, of this Province, for the Time being, by a Publick 
Inſtrument, under the Broad Seal thereof, to declare any Alien or Aliens, 
Foreigner or Foreigners, his, her, or their Child or Children, ( Negroes 
and other Slaves excepted) being already ſettled, or Inhabitants ct this Pro- 
vince, or ſuch as ſhall hereafter come to ſettle, reſide, or plant in it, and ha- 
ving taken the Oaths to the Government, appointed to be taken by Act 


of Aſſembly of this Province, and ſubſcribing the Ahjuration and Teſt, 


according,

according to the Directions of the ſaid Act, before the Governour or 
Commander in Chief, for the Time being, or a Juſtice of the Provincial 
or County Court of this Province, to be, to all Intents and Purpoſes, ful- 
ly and compleatly naturalized : And that the ſaid Perſons ſo approved of, 
and named in the ſaid Letters Patent, as aforeſaid, ſhall, by Virtue of 
this Act, have and enjoy to them, and their Heirs, the ſame Immunities 
and Rights, of and unto the Laws and Privileges of this Province, as fully 
and amply as any of His Majeſty's natural-born Subjects have or enjoy 
within the ſame, as if they themſelves had been born within any of His

AND be it Enafted, by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful for any Perſon or Perſons, that ſhall be 
named in ſuch Patent, at his, her, or their own proper Coſt and Charge, 
to have ſuch Patent recorded in the Secretary's Office; and that 
an Exemplification of the Record of ſuch Patent, under the Seal of the 
ſaid Office, ſhall be as effectual and available to all Intents and Purpoſes, 
as the original Patent; any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom, to the contrary, 
notwithſtanding.

E it Enaited, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by and 
B with the Advice and Conſent of his Lordſhip's Governour, and the 
Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That 
from and after the Publication hercof, the Juſtices of each County in 
Court fitting, be and are hereby impowered and authorized, from Time 
to Time, as often as Need ſhall require, to grant Licences to fuch Per- 
ſon or Perſons as they ſhall think fit, being Perſons of good Repute, to 
be Ordinary-keepers and Inn-holders, for the Keeping of Ordinaries and 
Houſes of Entertainment ſo long Time, and in ſuch and fo many Places, 
within their ſeveral and reſpective Counties, for the Eaſe and Conveniency 
of the Inhabitants, Travellers, and Strangers, as to them reſpectively ſhall

their Houſes, for the Peruſal of all Perſons that receive any Ordinary Ac- 
comodations, under the Penalty of Five Pounds Current Money, to His 
Lordſhip, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Support of Government: To 
be ſued for, on Non-Payment thereof, in His Lordſhip's Name, by 
Bill, Plaint, or Information; or upon the Preſentments of any Grand 
gory, without the Formality of any Indictment: For which Summons, and 

able of Prices, every Ordinary-kceper ſhall pay to ſuch Clerk, the Sum 
of Two Shillings like Money, and no more. And every Ordinary-keeper, 
or Inn- holder, that ſhall, after the ſetting up and aſſeſſing the Rates and 
Prices aforeſaid, directly or indirectly, take, exact, demand, or receive, 
for the Price, and Pay, for any ſuch Liquors, or other Accomodations, 
for which the Rates and Prices ſhall be aſſeſſed and ſet as aforeſaid, of any 
Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, above the Rates and Prices ſo ſet and afſefled 
as aforeſaid, ſhall, for every ſuch Account, ſued for, taken or received, 
forfeit and pay the Sum of Fifty Shillings, Current Money : One Half 
thereof to His Lordſhip, His Heirs and Succeſſors, to be applied for the 
Uſe aforeſaid ; and the other Half to him or them that ſhall inform or 
ſue for the ſame ; and loſe every ſuch Debtor's Account, ſued for, taken, 
or received, ſo unjuſtly charged, exacted, or demanded ; the ſaid Forfei- 
ture to be recovered before any Magiſtrate of the County, where the OF- 
fence ſhall be committed, as in Caſe of ſmall Debts. And be it Enatted, 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Party grieved, ſhall be deemed a le- 
gal Witneſs, (being under no Incapacity of being a Witneſs in other 
Caſes, ) to prove any Exaction or Extortion, contrary to this Act.

Stabling and Provinder for Six Horſes at leaſt; under the Penalty of Ten 
Pounds Current Money: One Half thereof to His Lordſhip, His Heirs, 
and Succeſſors, to be applied for the Uſe aforeſaid ; the other Half to him 
or them that ſhall inform or ſue for the ſame: To be recovered by Bill, 
Plaint, or Information; wherein no Eſſoyn, Protection, or Wager of Law 
to be allowed. 


PROVIDED always, That no Perſon or Perſons ſo licens'd, or to 
be licens'd to keep Ordinary as aforeſaid, ſhall, during the Time of ſuch 
their keeping Ordinary, be Delegates, Juſtices of the Peace, Attorneys, 
Deputy-Commiſſaries, Clerks, Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, or Jury-Men; 
or hold any other Publick Office whatſoeyer, within this Province. 


AND te it further Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any 
Ordinary-keeper ſhall keep evil Rule in his Houſe, upon Complaint made 
thereof to the Juſtices of the County Court, of ſuch Ordinary-keeper's 
Misbehaviour, or keeping evil Rule in his Houſe, the ſaid Juſtices of 


the County Courts, are hereby authorized and impowered, to ſuppreſs 


ſuch Ordinary-keeper, and call in ſuch Licence, 


AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That | 


in caſe any Ordinary-keeper ſhall Keep an irregular or diſor- 
derly Houſe, or ſhall misbchave him, or herſelf, contrary to the Di- 
rections of this Act, that it ſhall and may be lawtul for any Two Juſtices 
of the Peace of the County where ſuch Ordinary ſhall be kept, (one of 
them being of the £40rum, ) upon Complaint, or upon their own View, to

B E it therefore Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with the Ad. 
vice and Conſent aforeſaid, That it ſhall not be lawful for any ſuch Ordi- 
nary-keeper, or Inn-holder, to keep ſuch Ordinary, or Houſe of Enter- 
tainment, until he or ſhe give good and ſufficient Security, by Bond or 
Recognizance, to the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, His Heirs 

and Succeſſors, in Forty Pounds Current Money, before the Juſtices of 
the County Courts where any Ordinary ſhall be kept, to Keep good Rules 
and Orders; and not to ſuffer idle, looſe, or diſorderly Perſons to tipp le, 
game, or commit other Diſorders, or Irregularities, in ſuch Ordinary, con- 
trary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 


AND whereas daily Experience ſhews the great Prejudice to the Ow- 
ners and Maſters of Merchant Ships, and Veſſels, trading into this Pro- 
vince, by Ordinary-keeepers entertaining of Sailors and others, to ſuch 
Ships and Veſſels belonging, and truſting, and encouraging them to 
continue tippling in their Houſes, to the Prejudice of Trade, preventing 
and impeding the Diſpatch of ſuch Ships and Veſſels; and very often 
when ſuch Sailors have ſpent all their Wages in ſuch Ordinaries, it occa- 
ſions and induces them to run away, and deſert the Ships and Veſſels 
whereto they belong: For Prevention whereof, 


BE it Enatted, by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That no 
Ordinary-keeper whatſoever, within this Province, ſhall preſume to har- 
bour or entertain any Sailor, or Sailors, or other Perſons e in 
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loading of Ships and Veſſels, (the Maſter and Mate only excepted) to 
the Neglect of their Service to their reſpective Commanders, and Preju- 
dice to the Diſpatch of any Ship, or Veſſel thereby, under the Pain and 
Penalty of being ſuſpended from keeping ſuch Ordinary: And that no 
Ordinary-keeper whatſoeyer ſhall credit any ſuch Sailor, for more than 
Five Shillings, during any one Voyage, under the Penalty of loſing his 
Debt, and fined to His Lordſhip, His Heirs, and Succeſſors, the Sum of 
Twenty Shillings Current Money; whereof One Half to be applied as 
aforeſaid, the other Half to the Informer, or him, or them, that will ſue 
for the ſame ; to be recoyered as aforeſaid, before a ſingle Magiſtrate. 


AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any 
Ordinary-keeper, within this Province, ſhall harbour, entertain, or ſell 
any Liquors to any Servant belonging to any Perſon within this Province, 
without Licence from their reſpective Maſter, or Miſtreſs; ſuch Ordinary- 
keeper thall, for every ſuch Offence, forfeit and pay Ten Shillings to the 
Maſter or Miftreſs of ſuch Servant; to be recoyered with Coſts, upon Com- 
plaint of the ſaid Maſter or Miſtreſs, before a Juſtice of the County where 
the ſaid Ordinary Keeper lives, 


AND whereas it is a general Complaint throughout this Province, 
That Ordinary-keepers have made it their conſtant Practice to entertain 
Tradeſmen, and other Perſons, having Families, and no other Means of 
ſupporting them but their own Labour and Induſtry, and ſingle diſorderly 
Perſons, tippling and gaming in their Houſes, and waſting their Time and 
Subſtance, to the Ruin of their Families, and themſelves, and the En- 
couragement of Idleneſs, Drunkenneſs, and all other Irregularities and 
Diſorders : For Prevention of which Evils for the Future, 


BE it Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon who ſhall 
be licenſed to keep Ordinary, from and after the Publication of this Act, 
ſhall ſuffer any Tradeſmen, or other Perſon, having a Family, and no 
viſible Eſtate whereby to ſupport themſelves, or their Families, but their 
own Labour and Induſtry, or any ſingle Perſon, whether Tradeſman or 
otherwiſe, not having a viſible Eſtate, to tipple or game, in ſuch Or- 
dinary, other than ſuch as ſhall be invited by any Traveller, and ſhall ac- 
company him, only during his neceſſary Abode or Stay there, and other 
than Perſons travelling upon their neceſſary Occaſion, (ſo far diſtant from 
their own Habitations as may render it impracticable or inconvenient to 
repair thither,) to take their Diet, and other neceſſary Accomodations,

An Act for Licenſing Pedlars, and Hawwkers. 


W HERE AS ſundry Perſons, called Pedlars, Hawkers, or Petty- 


Chapmen, going from Town to Town, or to other Mens Houſes, 
and trayelling either on Foot, or with Horſe or Horſes, or otherwiſe, car- 
rying to ſell or expoſing to Sale, divers Goods, Wares, and Merchandices, 
do frequently purchaſe, from Servants and diſſolute Perſons, ſtolen Goods; 
and alſo do export out of this Province, great Quantities of Furs, Skins, 
and Feathers, to the great Damage of the Inhabitants thereof: 


BE it Enatted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of His Loraſbip's Governour, and the Upper 
and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That from 
and after the Tenth Day of June next, it ſhall not be lawful for any Ped- 
lar, Hawker, or Petty-Chapman, to trade, vend or ſell any Goods what- 


ſoever within this Province, without firſt having obtained a Licence 1 
| trade 
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trade in this Province, as a Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty-Chapman, from 
ſome Naval-Officer within this Province: And that the Perſon applying 
for ſuch Licence to any Nayal-Officer, ſhall enter into Bond, with Two 
ſufficient Sureties, to His Lordſhip the Right Honourable the Lord Pro- 
prietary, His Heirs and Succeſſors, in the Sum of One Hundred Pounds, 
Current Money, with Condition, that ſuch Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty- 
Chapman, be of good Behaviour for One Year enſuing the Date of the 
ſaid Bond; and that ſuch Pedlar, Hawker, or Petty-Chapmaa, ſhall not 
purchaſe any Furs, Skins, or Feathers, within this Province, by himſelf, 
or any other Perſon, with Intention to tranſport the ſame to any other
